Another story was, presently after, 


full in my mind—a beauliful Calholic le- 


l, which was lold me by a German 


friend in America, when I litlle dreamed 
of ever travelling over this spot. 
Our 


road now gradually ascended the high 
ridm> from which we were soon to over- 
look the plain of Jericho. The track was 
so stony and difficult as to make our pro- 
gress very slow; and lhe while rocks 
under the mid-day sun gave out such 
heat and glare as made me. enter more 
thoroughly into the story of Peter and 
the cherries lhan my reader can perhaps 
do. 
And yet the many to whom I have 


told the legend in conversation have all 
felt its beauty. 
It is this : 


Jesus and two or three of his disciples 


went down, one summer day, from Jeru- 
salem to Jericho. 
Peter—the ardent 


and eager Peter—was, as usual, by the 
Teacher's side. 
On the road on Olivet 


lay a horse shoe, which the Teacher de- 
sired Peler lo pick up ; but which Pe- 
ter let lie, as he did not ihink it worth 
the trouble of stooping for. The Teach- 
er stooped for it, and exchanged it in the 
village for a measure of cherries. 
The 


cherries he carried (as Eastern men now 
carry such things,) in lhe bosom folds of 
his dress. 
When ihey had to ascend the 


ridge, and the road lay belween healed 
rocks, and over rugged slones, and 
among glaring while dusl, Peter became 
lormenled with heal and thirst, and fell 
behind.

USEFUL HINTS ABOUT BED-ROOMS 


Their small size and their lownes: 


render ihem very insalubrious : and the 
case is rendered worse by close windows 
and thick curtains and hangings, with 
which the beds are often so carefully 
surrounded as to prevent the possibility 
of the air being renewed.

circumstances, is very often disturbed 
and always much less refreshing than 
when enjoyed in a well ventilated apart- 
ment ; it often happens, indeed, tha 
such repose, instead of being followec 
by renovated strength and activity, is 
succeeded by a degree of heaviness ant 
languor which is not overcome till the 
person has been sometime in purer air 
Nor is this the only evil arising from 
sleeping in ill-ventilated apartments.— 
When it is known that the blood under 
goes most important changes in its circu 
lation throughout the lungs by means o 
the air which we breathe, and that these 
vital changes can only be effecled by the 
respiration of pure air, it will be easily 
understood how the healthy functions of 
the lungs must be impeded by inhaling 
Tor many successive hours lhe vitiated 
air of our bed-rooms, and how the health 
must be effectually destroyed by respir- 
ino- impure air, as by living on unwhole- 
some or innulrilious food. 
In the case of 


children and young persons predisposed 
to consumption, it is of still more urgent 
consequence that they breathe pure air 
by night as well as by day, by securing 
a continued renewal of the air in their 
bed rooms, nurseries, schools, &c. 
Let 


a mother, who has been made anxious 
by the sickly looks of her children, go 
from pure air into their bed-room in the 
morning before a window or door has 
been opened, and remark the state of 
the atmosphere, the close, oppressive, 
and often foetid odor of the room, and 
?he may cease to wonder at lhe pale, 
sickly aspect of her children. 
Let her 


pay a similar visit some time after means 
have been taken to secure a full supply 
and continued renewal of the air in the 
bed rooms during the night, and bhe will 
be able lo account for the more healthy

should never be eaten'by persons of 
weak health, as it contains a great quan- 
tity of carbonic gas, which is given off 
as it cools and its place supplied with 
oxygen. 
This is the reason why peo- 


ple can eat a great deal more of new, 
than of old bread. 
The aimosphere is 


a source of food to man as well as vege- 
tables, and the relationship of different 
kinds of food to the animal economy in 
connexion with the gasses, ought to form 
a part of oursludies. 
Those who study 


domestic economy, and use bread that 
has been cooled in an airy apartment, 
are (o be commended as much for con- 
sulting health, as for studying the way 
to make "the means meet the end."— 
Any person is able to eat more new than 
old bread, and this simple fact is evi- 
dence that the stomach is no mean judge 
between quantity and quality. Bread 
that is somewhat old can be refreshed by 
being Steamed in a steamer, or dipped 
in water and put in the oven, after which 
it should be cooled before using. 
The 


less yeast that is used to make bread, it 
will be found to be none the worse, al- 
though a little more labor is required to 
make it. 
In this lies the grand secret of 


the difference in the quality of bread.— 
The French pull all their dough, and 
make good bread, but the same effect 
can be produced by using little yeast, 
but working the dough a number of 
times.
